Defeats Campbell by a Majority 
of 427—A Victory tor Tariff 
Reform. 

Wixxirra, Nov. 22.—-Joseph Mar- 
tin, the tariff reform candidate was el- 
ected today by an overwhelmning 
majority. The fight was the hottest in 
the history of the constituency. When 
the result was announced in Martin's 
committee rooms, Mr. Martin spoke a 
few words tha king his friends for the 
high cowpliment paid him in electing 
him as their representative;he accepted 
it not as given to himself personally, 
but as the representative of tariff re 
form. He thanked, not only theLiber- 
als, but also the Coneervatives quite as 
much; this was not n party victory,but 
one for principle and for country. He 
trusted that he would represent the 
constituency satisfactorily; he was de. 
termined to doallin his power to 
carry out the programme which he 
had laid before the electors. 

An impromptu torchlight procession 
headed by Mr. Martin ina sleigh 
drawn by citizens then proceeded 
through the streets and finally halted 
at the Manitoba hotel where there was 
a display of fireworks, after which the 
crowd assembled in the rotunda of the 
hotel. Speeches were delivered by J. 
11. Ashdown, Kenneth McKenzie, Hon. 
D. H. McMillan, Isaac Campbell, Hon. 
Robt. Watson, R. Balfour and others 

Meanwhile at Campbell’s committee 
rooms a great crowd had gathered The 
defeated candidate mode a gracefal 
speech and thanked his friends for their 
support. 

HughJohnMacdonald also addressed 
a few words to the gathering. He said 
it was no time to cry over spilt milk. 
The demand for tariff reform was be- 
coming general in the west.

THE BRANDON MURD{RER SENTENCED TO 
DIE ON JANUARY 15. 


Branpox, Nov. 10.—Tie denou- 
ment in the Greaves muriler case came 
this afternoon, when the jury after 


threes hours deliveration returned to 


the court. room and announced the fate- 
ful verdict of “yuilty,”. with a strong 
recominendation for mercy. Judge 
Killam retired to his private chamber 
after the verdict was entered by the 
clerk, he returned in a few minutes 
when he asked the prisoner if he had 
anything to say as to why the sentence 
of the court should not be passed upon 
him, With unquivering voice and 
seemingly a stolid inlitference, Hil 
answered, “No sir.” The judge in a 
few deliberate words stated that he 
nit pass the sentence ot the law up 
him, which was that he be taken to the 
common jail of the western ji dicial di 
trict there to he confined until the 15th 
day of Janvary, 1894, and from thence 
to be taken and hanged by the neck 
until he was dead in the yard of the 
said jail.

THE MAMMOTH CHEESE 


is TAKEN TO MONTREAL AND GOES 
INTACT TO LIVERPOOL. 


The mammoth cheeseon its way 
from Chicago to Liverpool has arrived 
in Montreal and now stands on a plat- 
form car in the yard atthe Dalhousis 
square station.

On diseoveriog a mineral deposit any per- 
son may obtain a mining location, upon mark 
ing out his location on the ground in accord. 
ance with the regulations on that behalt, 
and filing with the Agent of the Dominion 
Land for the district, within sixty days from 
discovery, an atfidavit in form preseribed by 
Mining 8 and paying at the same 
time an ottice fee of five dollars, which wall 


} entitle the person so reearding his claim to 


enter into possession of the location applied 
for, 

At any time before the expiration of five 
years from the date of recording his claim, 
the claimant may, upon filling with the 
Local agent that he has expended S in 
actual mining operations on the claim, by 
paying to the Local Agent therofeor $5 per 
acre, cash, and a farther sum of fifty dollars 
to cover the cost cf survey, obtain à patent 
for said claim, as provided ia the said Min- 
ing Regulations.

- Homestead Regulations. 


All even-numbered sections of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoba or the North-West Terri- 
tories, except 8 and 26, which have been 
homesteaded, reserved to provide wood lots 
for settlers, or other purposes,may be home- 
sterded by any person who is sole head of a 
family, or male over eighteen years of age, 
to the extent of one quarter section of 166 
acres, more or less. 


ENTRY. 


Entry may be madepersonally at the local 
land office in which the land to be taken is 
situate, or if the homestender desires, he 
may, on application te the Minister of the 
Interior, Ottawa, or the Commissioner of 
Dominion Lands, Winuipeg, receive author- 
ity for some one to make entry for him. A 
fee of 810 is charged for an ordinary home- 
stead entry; but for ands which have been 
occupied an additional fee of $10 is charge 
able to meet inspection and cancellation exe 


penses. 
HOMESTEKAD DUTIES, 


Under the present law hermestead duties 
may be performed im three ways, and on 
sr application for entry the settler 
must declare under which of the following 
conditions he elects to hold his land: 


I. Three years’ cultivation and residence 
during which period the settler may not be 
absent for more than six months in any one 
year without forfeiting the entry. 


2. Residence for two years and nine months 
anywhere within two miles of the homestead 
quarter section, and afterwards actual resid- 
ence ina habitable house upon the homestead 
for three months next prior to application 
for patent. Under this system IO rer must 
be broken the first year after entry, 15 ud. 
ditional in the second, and 15 in the third 
year; 10 acresto be in crop the second year 
and 25 acres the third year.
